G. O. P. Caucus Members in 


Washington Agree on Re- 
apportionment Basis. 


STIRS A LIVELY DEBATE. 


Illinois Will Lose One of Its 
Representatives if Recom- 
mendation Carries. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT ] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.— [Special. IR- 
nols will lose one of its present twenty-five 
representatives in the lower house of con- 
gress if the recommendation of the Repub- 
Mean caucus held tonight on the apportion- 
ment bill is carried out. The caucus voted to 
support a bill providing for retaining the 
present size of the house, which is 301 mem- 
bers. About a dozen states, all told, will lose 
| representation on that basis. This proposi- 
tion, made by Mr. Campbeil of Kansas, was 
adopted, 70 to 55, after it was once defeated. 

A resolution was adopted expressing it to 
be the sense of the meeting that a bill ap- 
portioning the representation in congress 
on the figures of the 1910 census, should pe 
passed at this session. 

This resolution, which was offered by 
Representative Crumpacker of Indiana, 
chairman of the committee on census, was 
passed by a vote of 8 to 48. This was a de- 
feat for the house leaders, who had urged 
that action on the apportionment bill should 
be deferred until next winter. 


Bennet Stirs Lively Debate. 

A resolution introduced py Representative 
Bennet of New York 5 a Mvely de- 
bate It provided that the committee on 
census should be in ted to report an ap- 
portionment bill fra in conformity with 
the spirit of the fo enth amendment to the 
constitution. 

This resolution provided in effect that in 
apportioning the representation considera- 
tion should be given to laws of the various 
states which disfranchése mak citizens over 
21 years of age for any reason except for 
participation in crime or rebellion. This 
proposition was aimed primarily at the south, 
where ‘‘ grandfather clauses "’ tend to elimi- 
nate the negro as a factor in elections The 
Bennet resolution, which wes supported 
mainly for the reason that it would have 
postponed action on the apportionment bill 
until) next December, was defeated by a vote 
of 72 to 48. 


Debate Is Prolonged. 

The question of the size of the house to be 
provided for in the apportionment aroused 
heated and prolonged debate. The Crum- 
packer bill now before the house with the 
favorable report of the census committee 
provides for a house of 433 members before 
the addition of two members from Arizona 
end New Mexico. A large faction of the Re- 
publicans present at the caucus declared for 
this bill, which, if enacted into law, would 
| deprive no state of representation. 

Another faction favored a house of 300 
members, on which basis about eight stetes 
would lose anywhere from one to three of 
their present representatives. With a house 
of this size provided for, Illinois would be 
given twenty -five representatives as at pres- 
ent. 


Brings Out Complaints, 

After a full discussion of the matter it be- 
came apparent it would be impossible to 
take any middie ground. The attempt to 
reach an agreement on a basis of a house 
of about 400 members brought forth the 
complaint from the states that would lose 
membership that they were being discrim- 
inated against. > 

Finally it was proposed that the caucus 
choose whether it should retain the present 
size of the house, hit whom k might, or take 
the lid off and fix upon a size which would 
injure none. 

Mr. Campbell then came forward with the 
proposition to umite on a bill which will re- 
tam the present membership. This was 
adopted. 

Will Amend Crumpacker Bill. 

The Crumpacker bill will be amended to 
conform to the sense of the caucus and the 
measure will be brought up at an early date 
for passage.

His counsel asked 
him whether De Lassy had offered ‘him 
$5,000 to poison Count Bouturlin, $25,000 to 
poison Gen. Bouturlin, and $250,000 to poison 
the general's second wife. To all three ques- 
tions gPantchenko answered in the affirma- 
tive. 4 

Widow Tells of Death. 


The widow of the murdered count detailed 
In her testhmony the circumstances of his 


death. She and her husband had been spend- 


ing Easter at the general's estate in Vilna 
province. Her husband was then in perfect 
health. Later he left for St. Petersburg, 
and on May 22 she received an urgent tele- 
gram calling her to his bedside. 

When she arrived she found he had been 
subjected to spermo injections, and that it 
was too late to save him. She never had 


| bidden her esuspiciong that De Lasey and 


Pantchenko were responsible for her hus- 
band’s death, The witness wept when Count 
Bouturlin's letters were read in court. 

Dr. Cogan, who had attended Count Bou- 
turlin after Pantchenko's Injections, said he 
was informed of the widow's suspicions. He 
found evidences of blood poisoning, but was 
of the opinion that this was due to careless- 
ness. In his earlier testimony Pantchenko 
had said he was not in the habit of sterilizing 
his hypodermic needles. 

Pantchenko sets up the defense that he 
committed the crime while gander the hyp- 
notic influence of the count. 


Made a Business of Killing. 

The whole empire is interested in the case 
because of the wholesale confession made 
by Pantchenko. Pvery mysterious death of 
recent years is recalled and there.are rumors 
thet fhe poisoner may have been engaged to 
cause the death of members of the röyal 
family. He has admitted that he made a 
business of killing for hire, heirs, rivals in 
love, insistent creditors, and any undesir- 
able persons whose enemy was prepared to 
pay liberally for their sudden taking off. 

The poison doctor, according to the police, 
has admitted forty deaths, his fees running 
as high as $250,000 for a single assaasina- 
tion. His method was to inoculate the 
patient with cholera bacilli after he had 
been called to the bedside in his profeesiona) 
capacity. Ordinarily it was necessary that 
the proposed victim should be caught while 
indisposed, and some ruse adopted tO bring 
about Pantchenko’s attendance. He is now 
credited by some with having originated the 
cholera epidemic of a few years ago. 

The doctor igs 70 years of age and appears 
to have some standing in society, unte 
his dual professlon. 


Woman in the Case, 
Count de Lassy ts a young man of Irish 
descent. The woman in the case is Mme. 
Muravieff, with whom Pantchenko lodged 
and to whom he says he turned over his earn- 
ings. She figures in the trial as an alleged 
accomplice. 

De Lassy is a cousin of Countess Tarnov- 
ska, who is serving a prison term in Italy 
for complicity in the murder of her flancé, 
Count Komarowskl. 

Count Bouturlin was 26 years of age, the 
son of Gen. Bouturlin, whose family is one 
of the oldest and wealthiest in Russia.

DECLARE PLAGUE ON WANE. 


Official Dental Issued That Epidemic 
Is Spreading. 


ROME, Feb. 2.—Energetic protests are 
made from official quarters here against the 
reports of Dr. H. D. Geddings of the Marine 
hospital and public health service of the 
United States, who is stationed at Naples and 
has charge of the inspection of emigrants 
from the cholera infected districts prior to 
their taking ship for America. 

Dr. Geddings is reported to have informed 
the department at Washington recently that 
it was possible the cholera situation might 
become worse and that Naples seemed in 
greater danger than ever from the spread of 
the epidemic. 

An official denial of this has been lssued, 
Which points out that such reports are ex- 
tremely damaging, especially in view of the 
early opening of the international exhibi- 
tions at Rome and Turin. 

According to the official records the Amer- 
ican consul at Palermo, at the end of De 
cember, notified the American embagsy here 
that there were no cases in that city,

STORM ON MEDITERRANEAN 
CAUSES HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 


Many Vessels Are Wrecked and Hurri- 
cane Is Reported Increasing in Vio- 
lence—Bodies Are Washed. Ashore. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

MADRID, Feb. 2.—The storm which set in 
yesterday on the Mediterranean increased in 
violence today, and reports of wrecks and 
loss of life have been received from many 
places, At Sagunto five steamers went 
ashore. One of them broke up and twenty- 
two members of the crew were drowned. 
The crews of the other vessels were saved. 

At Cambril the steamer Blanca was 
wrecked and fifteen of the crew drowned. 
At Castellon a number of vessels have been 
lost, but the fatalities are not reported. At 
this place houses were blown down and ma- 
rine storehouses wrecked. 

At Valencia the bodies of three men, be- 
lieved to have been foreigners, were washed 
ashore. At Barcelona the bodies of twenty- 
five fishermen who were lost yesterday have 
been recovered, One of the sailors saved 
from a wreck has gone mad from terror. 

At Azmella three fishing boats foundered 
and all aboard were lost. 


HAITIEN REVOLUTIONARY FORCE

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, Feb. 2.—Revolu- 
tionary forces have suddenly become active 
and are advancing on Fort Liberte, a sea- 
port on the north coast, a short distance from 
Cape Haitien.

Residents Flee to l Paso, 
Fearing Advance of the 
Mexican Aebels; 


TRACKS ARE DYNAMITED. 


—— 


Federal Troops Are Fighting to 
Check Approach of the 
Insurrectos, 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. 2.—Ctiudad Juarez, 
across the river from here, is practically de- 
populated tonight, the residents having fied 
to this city in fear of an attack from insur- 
rectos, which is expected before daylight 
tomorrow. 

The Mexican postoffice and two branch 
banks in Juarez were closed after all the 
money and records had been brought Bere 
for safety. 

Federal soldiers, acting under order, took 
desperate measures to check the approach 
of the insurrectos, who tonight were repoted 
within twenty miles of Juarez. The Four- 
teenth cavairy was sent out to dynamite the 
tracks of the Mexican Central railway, over 
which a train was traveling northward to- 
ward Juarez, loaded with rebels. 

The train bearing the insurrectos ran over 
a mine of dynamite, which exploded, shatter- 
ing one of the coaches, but it is not known 
how many were killed. The coal passer was 
blown to pleces, but the engineer leaped and 
was only slightly hurt. 


Many Are Killed in Battle. 

A battle between the Fourteenth cavalry 
and the insurrectos raged for several hours. 
Thirty-two federal cavalrymen are beHeved 
to have been killed, the estimate being bazed 
upon the number of riderless cavalry horses 
which strayed in Juarez today Six m- 
surrectos were killed. Many were wounded 
on both sides. 

Residents of this city. and the few Jeft 10 
‘Juarez were aroused at night by a heavy 
detonation, and immediately the attack on 
Juarez was being proclaimed. 

Investigation developed that the Henry 
Soggerman powder house, two and a half 
miles south of Juarez, containing quantities 
of powder and dynamite, was shot off by 
Mexican officers to keep the insurrectos from 
walking along the Mexican Central tracks to 
join the rebels, are beHeved to have been 
killed. 


Writer Visits Battlefield. 


W. P. Carazes, a newspaper man, visited 


the scene of today’s battle in an automobile. 


“We found two insurrectos, one federal 
soldier, and the coal passer of the wrecked 
engine dead,.“ he reported tonight. We saw 
one human heart, a number of human arms, 
and a number of fragments of bodies. 

The train had slowed down before strik- 
ing the dynamite, and the insurrectos aboard, 
suspecting a trap, began to disembark. All 
had left before the explosion and not one was 
killed by the dynami 

“Capt. Manuel R. Andana was in charge 


‘of the insurrectos—150 men from Orozco’'s 


command. He said Orozco, with 600 men, 
was just two miles behind, and that 500 more 
men were coming from the west and would 
join him tonight. An advance on 2 
would follow immediately. . 
Tells of Another Battle. > 

“Capt. Andana told us that on Tuesday 
the federals and ineurrectos engaged in 
battle at La Mojina’ in which fifty-three fed- 
erals were killed and two wounded left on the 
field. 

“We did not see a single federal soldier 
on the entire trip except some rurales who 
were watching the horse races in Juarez.“

If the king had 
gone on the stand and sworn the mar- 
riage had not occurred, I would be glad 
to apologize in the Liberator, which under 
the circumstances can only attack the trial 
as a violation of almost every principle of 
English law, evidence, and liberty.”

Refuses to Retract “Half 
Baked” Statement He 
Made in Speech. 


JURIST HINTS AT CELL. 


Expected Clash in New York 
Court Does Not Take 
Place. 


New York,” Feb. 2.—William ‘Travers 
Jerome confronted in court today Edward 
Swann the jurist he called last night a half 
baked judge, who holds office by the grace of

I hold that the court was Aren m not 
calling all the witnesses possible when it 
was in his power to do so,“ He said. 

On Jerome's refusal to repeat the remarks 
credited to him, the court directed Robin to 
plead. Jerome refused, on the ground that 
his client was incompetent, whereupon the 
court directed the entry of a plea of not 
guilty, and the case wae set for tomorrow. 

Judge Swann explained his attitude efter 
court had adjourned. 

It it can be shown to me,“ he said, that 
Jerome knew a reporter wae present and tak- 
ing notes, with the intention of publishing his 
speech last night before the Academy of 
Medicine, I will act so swiftly that I am 
ashamed to tell you what willhappen. There 
won't de any fine, but I'l give you his ceil 
number. 


Not Contempt, Says Judge. 

“It is not contempt of court to abuse a 
judge outside tne court. This has been de- 
cided by the highest courts, particularly by 
the Court of Appeals, in the case of William 
Barnes Jr. In that case it was held a denun- 
ciation of a judge may be Hbelous; but that 
it does not come within the statutes describ- 
ing contempt.

That is precisely what the Cana- 
dian agreement contemplates. The Cana- 
dians are to take more American products 
which they need and we are to take in re- 
turn more Canadian products which we 
need. The expansion of our trade and com- 
merce was a “pressing problem” when 
MeKinley spoke at Buffalo. It is a more 
urgent problem now, and the reciprocity 
agreement would aid in its solution. 

Naturally, President Taft has much at 
heart the enactment by congress at this ses- 
sion of the legislation required to give effect 
to this agreement. It is said that if it were 
to miscarry he might call an extra session. 
This is a possibility which should unite the 
business men of the country in an appeal to 
congress for immediate action. If there 
should be an extra session next month the 
entire tariff question would be open for pro- 
tracted discussion and uncertain action. 
While the effect on business of the consider- 
ation of the tariff question has been exag- 
gerated, there ia no doubt that it does hare 
a depressing influence. It would be more 
felt this year, because business is sluggish. 

The timely ratification of the agreement 
with Canada would tend to stimulate buai- 
ness, There would be an increased demabd 
for our surpluses of agricultural and mauu- 
factured ‘products—the increased demand 
which President McKinley said we needed 
and which President Taft has been labor- 
ing assiduously to provide.

Our Mary is bent upon autobiography, 
There is no doubt about that, and we are 
giad of K. 

The objection wil) be raised that Mary 
is too young to write an autobiography. No 
one has hinted that she is thinking of re- 
tiring. The last place in the world to look 
for Mary is a Sabine farm. 

Nevertheless we are heartily in favor of 
the Memoirs of Mary Garden. In the first 
place Mary has every symptom of a very 
virulent case. If she is inhibited we must 
expect the worst. But we cannot afford to 
lose Mary—the Chicago, Grand Opera direc 
tors will rise en masse to prevent that. 

But there are other reasons. One of the 
essentials of a justifiable autobiography is to 
have lived something worth writing about. 
This essential is frequently neglected by the 
memoirigg especially the elderly * 
baronet. 

Mary has not yet got to the last chap- 
ter, in fact it is one, of the strongest pointe 
in her project from the publisher’s point 
of view that these memoirs will have all the 
elements of suspense to be found in a serial 
story. Mary will add to them year by year 
‘as she lives new material. 

But even as far as she has gone Mary 
has gone far. No one will doubt that. She 
has lived copiously, vigorously, even, it may 
be ventured, violently. A mere interview 
with an inexpert reporter proves that. It 
spurts energetic opinion and vitality from 
every line. 

Finally Mary has courage for the naked 
truth. This, too, is apparent. It is the qua- 
| ty. that distinguishes the great memoirist 
from the minor. Pepys purchased immor- 
tality with pénnyworth truths—the daily 
currency of the human race. If Mary’s 
memoirs are a disappointment it will be 
because she neglects this. We note in her 
announcement a tendency togeneralize. Let 
her beware, generalizations are for philose- 
phers, editorial writers, and other bores. 
Mary's memoirs should float down the 
stream of time decked only in the purpie 
and golden banners of emotion and experi- 
ence.

This is perfectly true, and it was to maintain 
their reputation for indepegdence, and for 
absolute impartiality, and to avoid any su- 
picion of permitting their decisions to be in-

In olden times the Court of King’s Bench, 
now the first division of High Court of 
Justice, formed part and pareé) of the royal 
household, the judges fulfilling the judicial 
duties of the king, who often cocupled a seat 
on the ; and the five judge of the 
King’a Bench traveled about with him from 
one royal residence to another. ° 

But this was put an emi to in the reign of 
King Edyerd II., when the Court of King’s 
Bench was made as stationary as that of 
common pleas. 


: — 

From that time forth the tendency has been 
to emancipate the Court of King’s Bench, like 
the other tribunels, from the influence of the 
sovereign, In whose name the judges admin- 
ister justice, and although there have been 
some notable falls from grace in this respect, 
yet on the whole the English judiciary is re- 
powned throughoutethe world for its inde 
pendence. 

Of what importance this rule is, may be 
seen by what happens in the monerchical 
countries of continental? Europe. And read- 
ers of these letters may recall the extraordi- 
nary outburst of anger on the part of the late 
King Leopold, at a court reception in his 
‘palace at Brussels, against e judge who had 
made himself conspicuous by the vigor with 
which he punished those who had defied the 
new laws prohibiting the maintenance of 
gambling tables at Ostend, Spa, Namur, and 
other places in Belgium. 

The kings financial enterprises, especially 
at Ostend, had been hard hit by the anti- 
gambling laws enacted by an overwhelming 
majority in both houses of the national leg- 
islature, in obedience to popular sentiment. 

Leopold had hoped-that through his royal 
influence he would be able to maintain them 
in condition of a dead letter; at any rate, 
as far as Ostend was concerned, by means 
of honors and favors granted to those in- 
trusted with their enforcement, and when he 
found that this particular judge would not 
allow himself to be moved from what he con- 
sidered to be his duty, the royal anger knew 
no bounds. 

Judges of the high court are conspicuous 
figures at court festivities in every monarchi- 
ca} country of continental Europe, they, and 
more especially their wives and their daugh- 
ters, being inevitably sueceptible to tokens 
of royal favor, of which sovereigns have so 
many at their disposal. The judges even are 
welcome and honored guests at the entertain- 
ments of the presidents of republics. It is 
only in England that they are obliged by con- 
stitutional rule, and by ancient usage, to 
hold aloof from the ruler of the land and from 
royalty.

Emperor Wililam’s transfer of Capt. Paul

Marie Bismarck broke off her en- 
gagement with Eisendecker about religious 
matters, concerning which she held pro- 
nounced views. Eisendecker took the matter 
much to heart; an@ when I knew him out in 
Japan in 1874 still looked extremely unhappy, 
and wore her portrait in a medallion, en- 
gra ved with the word Marie.” 

Eisendecker has been. in the diplomatic 
service ever since, spent a number of years 
as German minister at Washington, and now 
represents the kaiser at the court of Wurtem- 
berg, having meanwhile advanced in the 
rank of the navy to the grade of vice ad- 
miral, although he has never served at sea 
except when he accompanied the emperor on
